ARMENIA: THE CONTINUING CALL TO UNITY

Never in its recent history has Armenia 
experienced the serious crises it is facing 
now... 

. .. The destruction of forty percent 
(40%) of the country caused by last year’s 
catastrophic earthquake; 

... The costly and monumental task 
of rebuilding the shattered economy of 
the country and the battered lives of the 
victims of that disaster; 

. . The continued persecution of 
Armenians in Azerbaijan and the 
precarious condition of the Armenian 
population of Artzakh; 

. . . The persistent intransigency of 
Azerbaijan and its continued economic 
blockade of Armenia. 

The immediate effects of these pro- 
blems are quite apparent and can be seen 
in all aspects of the life of our people in 
Armenia—prolonged homelessness, 
shortages and food, lack of fuel, limited 
health care, disruption of relief and 
rebuilding efforts, and so on. 

These current realities, may also 
generate in the long run problems of such 
grave consequences that the result, at 
best, will be a seriously weakened Arme- 
nian nation—mass emigration to seek 
work and shelter in other Soviet republics 

_ , new waves of emigrants to Western 
countries . . . the physical and emotional 
scarring of an entire generation of Arme- 

nian children . . . a lack of adequate 

education due to the damaged school 
system and the precarious living condi- 


tions of today’s children and youth. 
Armenia may well suffer the loss of an 
entire generation of intellectuals, scien- 
tists, artists and academicians. 

The current problems, moreover, 
coupled with the present developments 
in and the uncertain future of the existing 
political order in the Soviet Union, may 
tempt Armenians to indulge in acts of 
desperation; thereby making Armenia 
even more vulnerable to its hostile 
neighbors. 

These issues and problems, with their 
immediate effects and potential dangers, 
represent an emergency that calls for an 
immediate response by all Armenians 
everywhere. 

On the wake of last year’s earthquake, 
it was encouraging to see that many 
Armenian organizations in the diaspora 
worked tirelessly and with devotion to 
provide relief to the victims of that 
disaster. However, their noble efforts were 
often undermined by duplication, lack of 
coordination, senseless competition and 
uncooperative attitudes, which often 
limited the desired effectiveness of the 
relief work. 

Recently we were gratified to see 
hopeful signs that we, Armenian- 
Americans, may have learned a valuable 
lesson from past mistakes—that, as the 
leading community in the Armenian 
diaspora, we must address national 

emergencies in a unified manner, and 
that we have to create effective channels 
of communication and cooperation 
among ourselves to respond promptly 
and effectively to any emergency that 
may threaten our nation. Among the re- 
cent noteworthy expressions of unity 
were: 

_The united delegation of all Arme- 
nian organizations visiting the Soviet Am- 
bassador, Yuri Dubinin, on October 14, 
1989, to protest Azerbaijan's blockade of 
Armenia; 

—The public appeal on the same sub- 
ject placed as a one-page ad in the 
September 21st issue of the New York 
Times under the signature of 12 
Armenian-American religious, political 
and relief organizations; and 

—The establishment of the

Armenian Fund / Airlift Project 
(UAFYAP) with the participation of Mr. 
Kirk Kerkorian’s charitable foundation an 
six Armenian-American organizations, in- 
cluding the Armenian Missionary 
Association of America (AMAA).

munity provide a rare occasion for joY 
and hopeful anticipation. 

The creation of UAF/AP especially 
moves us to look forward to achieving 
more productive cooperation betwee?

urgently needed relief supplies '

AMAA HONORS HENRY AND EUNICE GERTMENIAN 


Henry and Eunice Gertmenian of 
Oakland, CA, were honored at the 70th 
Annual Meeting Banquet of the Arme- 
nian Missionary Association of America 
(AMAA) that took place in Fresno, CA, 
on October 14, 1989. Testimonials to Mr. 
and Mrs. Gertmenian were offered by 
The Rev. Dr. G.H. Chopourian, 
Honorary Executive Director of the 
AMAA; Mrs. Joyce Stein, on behalf of 
the Stephen Philibosian Foundation; Mr. 
Harold DeMirjian, representing the 
Haigazian College Board of Trustees; and 
Dr. H. Philip Hovnanian, President of the 
AMAA. The Gertmenians were unable to 
be present, but they were represented by 
their son, The Rev. Dr. Paul Gertmenian. 

The Gertmenians’ association with the 
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AMAA goes back more than half a cen- 
tury. Over that span of time one would 
be hard put to name a single AMAA mis- 
sion or relief program that was not em- 
braced and supported, spiritually and 
financially, by Henry and Eunice. Henry 
also gave generously of his time, serving 
the AMAA as Chairman of the AMAA 
District Committee, and as a chairman, 
officer and member of many AMAA 
committees and related organizations. 
In the words of The Rev. Movses B. 
Janbazian, Executive Director of the 
AMAA, “The wide range of Mr. and Mrs. 
Gertmenian’s contributions to the AMAA 
are too numerous to list. Over the years 
they have played a vital role in the 
enhancement of the scope and effec-

Fresno, led by The Rev. Bernard 
Guekguezian, Pastor of the Church. 
Following the service, the Annual 
Meeting of the AMAA took place under 
the Chairmanship of Dr. H. Philip Hov- 
nanian in the sanctuary of the host 
church. The reports and financial . 
statements presented at the Meeting 
demonstrated an unprecedented growth 
in the scope of the mission and service 
ministries as well as the financial outlays 
of the AMAA during the past 1988-89 
fiscal year. 
Highlights of the meeting include the 
following: 
eDuring fiscal 1988-89, the con- 
solidated net worth of the AMAA reach- 
ed $27,893,000. 
°Although the Armenian earthquake 
disaster absorbed much of the Associa- 
tions human and material resources, 
thanks to the generosity of its members 
and suporters, during the past fiscal year 
the AMAA was able to respond to 
physical and spiritual needs with a budget 
of $2.2 million in addition to its expen- 
ditures for Armenia Relief, allocated to 
educational, medical, social service, 
egangelism, church, relief and child care 
programs in 16 countries around the 
world. 
eThe 1989-90 projected budget is 
$2,254,000. This amount is allocated to 


a wide variety of missionary, evangelism, 
educational and: relief projects serving 
Armenians in the daispora. 
eAn Armenian Refugee Coordinating 
Committee was formed to help those 
refugees who have fled from their homes 
in Iran and are in asylum countries seek- 
ing an acceptable solution to their plight. 
eApproving recommendations made 
by its Armenia Relief Task Force, the 
AMAA has provided for a Wind Turbine 
Electric Generator, a Water-Pumping 
Windmill, a Compressed Soil Block 
Machine, and two fully-equipped Mobile 
Medical/Psychiatric Clinics. Earlier the 
AMAA had shared with Medical Out- 
reach for Armenians a shipment to 
Armenia of two planeloads containing 
medical supplies, food, clothing and 
blankets. 
eThe Association has established an 
Armenian Earthquake Orphan Commit- 
tee to help on a continuing basis those 
orphans in Armenia, who need financial, 
medical and other forms of assistance. 
©The leadership of the Union of Arme- 
nian Evangelical Churches in the Near 
East (UAECNE), with extensive AMAA 
support, is struggling to meet the needs 
of its 22 member churches, schools and 
impoverished Armenians suffering from 
civil war, unemployment or economic 
deprivation.

' A BRICK MAKING MACHINE FOR ARMENIA 


The Armenian Missionary Association 
of America (AMAA) and the Prelacy of 
the Armenian Apostolic Church of 
America, as part of their Armenia Relief 
Program, have purchased and sent to 
Armenia a compressed soil block 
machine, according to a statement by The 


Armenian Theological Student 
Aid: He was a founding member (1944) 
and President of this charitable organiza- 
tion for many years. The purpose of 
ATSA spoke to his heart, for he worked 
and prayed that God would prepare 
spiritual leaders worldwide through the 
Near East Theological School. Here, he 


spoke more strongly with his wallet than 
his words.

\ / AMAA Board of Directors: 

Henry prayed for and worked closely 
with five Executives of the AMAA. These 
included the late Reverends A.A. 
Bedikian, Puzant Kalfayan, Edward S. 
Tovmassian; the Rev. Dr. G.H. 
Chopourian, Honorary Executive Direc- 
tor; and, currently, the Rev. Movses B. 
Janbazian. He was a source of en- 
couragement and inspiration to each one 
of them. 

Henry's personal contributions to 
Church Unions, churches, schools 
AMAA and the disadvantaged were 
phenomenal. For example: 

1. Due to his initiative and financial 
support, the Gertmenian School was 
established in Nor Hadjin in memory of 
his parents. The school is in a beautiful 
model building. 

2. Asa result of his gentle persuasion 
of the Shamlian-Tatigian families, partners

‘of the candy company tnat manutactured 
and marketed famous brands such as 
Mounds, Almond Joy and others, the 
large Shamlian-Tatigian School of Nor 
Marash was built, underwritten by the 
Shamlians/Tatigians of Connecticut. 

3. The Iran Armenian Evangelical 
Church and School Complex is a tribute 
to the wisdom and missionary outreach 
of Henry and his colleagues in the 
discontinued Bethany Armenian 
Evangelical Church of Oakland. When 
the Church was sold by the unanimous 
decision of the congregation, the funds 
were given to the AMAA with this vision: 
to use the funds to construct other chur- 
ches overseas as needed. Result: a par- 
sonage and office complex and two 
satellite churches with their own buildings. 
The tide went down in Oakland and rose 
in Teheran. That’s the nature of mission. 

4. Henry was the life of the C.D.C. As 
Treasurer, and with Eunice as the Chair- 
person of the Oakland AMAA Commit- 
tee, the AMAA received generous sup- 
port from California. 

5. More remarkable are the personal 
services and contributions of Henry and 
Eunice. Remember that question 
Democrats cast at George Bush? “Where 

was George?” If that question were rais- 
ed about Henry and Eunice, the answer 
would be, “They were there?” 
Mention countries in which there 
was mission work, whether in South 
America, Australia, France, Syria, 


Lebanon—Henry and Eunice were there. 
Speak of projects worldwide, and they 
were there. Name a need, an appeal, and 
they were there. 

Yes! Henry and Eunice were there. No 
one can say, “Where were Henry and 
Eunice when the cries for help were rais- 
ed?” They reached out to every need. 
And they have a couple of six-figure 
funds with the AMAA intended to make 
their presence felt in the future.

Present at the dedication 
Ceremonies were Mr. Robert Hekemian, 
Chairman of AMAAs Armenia Relief 
Task Force and a leading local builder and 
developer; Mr. Samuel Hekemian, 
brother of Mr. Robert Hekemian and also 
a leading local builder and developer; Mr. 
Ar mand Avakian, head of AMAA’ Hous- 
Ing Project for Armenia; Messrs. Kevork 
and Jirair Hovnanian, prominent builders 
and developers in New Jersey and 
Florida; His Eminence Archbishop 
Mesrob Ashjian, Prelate of the Prelacy of 
the Armenian Apostolic Church of 
America; Dr. H. Philip Hovnanian, Presi- 
dent of the AMAA; The Rev. Movses B. 
Janbazian, Executive Director of the 
AMAA; Mr. K. George Najarian, AMAA 
Project Director; several AMAA Board 
Members; a number of friends and sup- 
Porters of the AMAA; and representatives 
Of local newspapers and _ television 
Stations.

REV. NUYUJUKIAN VISITS MISSION FIELD 


IN SOUTH AMERICA 


From August 9 to September 19, 
1989, The Rev. Dr. Soghomon Nuyu- 
jukian of Drexel Hill, PA, carried out a 
pastoral visit, on behalf of the Armenian 
Missionary Association of America 
(AMAA), to the Armenian Evangelical 
churches in South America. Rev. Nuyu- 
jukian divided his time among the chur- 
ches in Sao Paulo, Brazil: Montevideo, 
Uruguay; and Buenos Aires, Argentina. 

At the Armenian Evangelical Central 
Church of Sao Paulo, Rev. Nuyujukian 
had the opportunity to preach to the con- 
gregation of about 120 families at two 
Sunday services. The Sao Paulo Church 
represents an effective Evangelical 
witness among the 20,000 Armenians 
living in Brazil. Among the noteworthy 
activities of the Church are: Missionary 
endeavors among the natives in the in- 
terior of the country and a “branch 
church’ in Ferraz de Vasconcellos, a town 
about 40 miles from Sao Paulo, The 
Church has an active AMAA Chapter 
which promotes the purposes of the 
AMAA and shares in the Child Educa- 
tion Sponsorship Program and general 
ministries of the Association.

As part of the AMAAs continuing re- 
habilitation and relief program for 
Armenia, this machine represents a self- 
help project intended to speed up the 
rebuilding of destroyed homes. Since it 
will free local villages from the need for 
cement, which is a scarce and tightly con- 
trolled commodity in the Soviet Union, 
it is especially appropriate for this task. 

This pioneering project represents an 
investment of $190,000 for the machine 
and an additional $50,000 for spare 
parts, tools, supplies and technical 
assistance. 

The AMAA and the Prelacy of the 
Armenian Apostolic Church of America 
are grateful to the Church World Service 
(CWS) of the National Council of the 


Churches of Christ in the U.S.A., which 
helped in the realization of this project 
‘hrough a significant financial contribution 
to the AMAA. CWS has also substantially 
shared in other AMAA-sponsored 
Armenia Relief projects, such as 
mobile/psychiatric clinics and renewable 
energy systems. 


AMAA HELPS SAN FRANCISCO 
QUAKE VICTIMS 

The AMAA has asked the member 
churches of the Armenian Evangelical 
Union of North America (AEUNA) to 
undertake a special offering on Sunday, 
October 22, 1989, on behalf of the vic- 
tims of the recent San Francisco earth- 
quake. This tragedy evokes memories of 


the agony suffered by the survivors of the 
earthquake in Soviet Armenia and the 
compassionate response of the Ameiican 
people. This is an opportunity for Arme- 
nians to express their gratitude in a tangi- 
ble way. 

This offering will be channeled through 
the Church World Service, an organiza- 
tion that has contributed more than $2 
million for earthquake relief in Armenia. 
Church World Service also shared the 
cost of the mobile medical/psychiatric 
clinics, the adobe brick making machine 
and the wind turbine generator that the 
AMAA has purchased and sent to 
Armenia.

the AMA-Argentina, both of which repre- 
sent the Armenian Evangelical presence 
and witness among the 60,000 Arme- 
nians living in Argentina. 

The AMA-Argentina was established in 
early 1970 to act as an AMAA District 
Committee and promote the purposes of 
the Association by motivating Armenians 
to become more involved in Christian 
missions. The members continue to meet 
periodically for conferences, celebration 
of religious and patriotic holidays, lectures 


and other activities, which are held in a 
three-story AMAA-owned building. 
Rev. Nuyujukian feels that periodic 

visits such as his are a necessity in order 
to reduce the feelings of isolation by the 
Armenian communities in South 
America.

UAECNE EXECUTIVE SECRETARY 
CONFERS WITH AMAA LEADERS 


The Rev. Krikor Youmoushakian of 
Beirut, Lebanon, the recently appointed 
Executive Secretary of the Union of the 
Armenian Evangelical Churches in the 
Near East (UAECNE), visited the United 
States last September for important con- 
sultations with officers and Board 
members of the Armenian Missionary 
Association of America (AMAA). 

The UAECNE is the Union of all 
Armenian Evangelical churches in Syria, 
Lebanon, Turkey, Greece, Egypt and 
Iran. It is a major mission partner in the 
AMAAs missionary outreach in those 
countries, which involve 27 churches, 14 
schools, Haigazian College, Aleppo Col- 


lege and a number of old-age homes, 
hospitals, medical clinics, social service 
centers and youth camps. 

Rev. Youmoushakian conferred with 
the AMAA leadership on the precarious 
situation of the Armenian Evangelical 
churches and communities in the Middle 
East. Problems requiring immediate at- 
tention include: emigration, lack of 
leadership, acute shortages of basic 
necessities, runaway inflation and 
absence of personal safety. 

During his 15-day stay in the United 
States, Rev. Youmoushakian also visited 
Armenian Evangelical churches and 
pastors as well as AMAA leaders in New

England and California. 

In his extensive report to the AMAA 
Board of Directors, Rev. Youmoushakian 
Stated: “The Armenian Evangelical chur- 
ches and communities in Lebanon, along 
with other people of that war-ravaged 
country, are going through a difficult time 
of suffering, fear and economic crisis.

future is uncertain. Peace seems to be an 
impossible dream.

The Rev. Movses B. Janbazian, Ex- 
€cutive Director of the Armenian Mis- 
Slonary Association of America (AMAA), 
Spent nearly the entire month of August, 
1989, visiting Evangelical churches in 
Greece, Turkey, Syria and Lebanon in 
Order to get a firsthand view of their pro- 
lems, needs and hopes. Included in his 
'ntinerary was the third meeting of the 
Armenian Evangelical World Council 
(AEWC) held in Athens, Greece, during 
the first week of August. 

Greece—In Athens, Rev. Janbazian 
Met with AMAA supporters, conferred 
With local church leaders and visited the 
Churches of Kokkinia and Derghouty. 

he AMAA supports the general ministry 
Of these churches and provides assistance 
to their kindergarten and relief programs. 

he two churches are continuing their 
Vital ministry to the ever-increasing Arme- 
Nian refugee population of Athens. 

Turkey—In Istanbul, Rev. Janbazian 
Was accompanied by The Rev. Dr. Vahan 

- Tootikian, the newly elected President 
©f the Armenian Evangelical World 
Council. In the course of their four-day 
Stay, they were able to visit the 

Vangelical churches, preach from their 
Pulpits and meet with their leaders; take 
a side trip to the Touzla Summer Camp 
of the Armenian Evangelical Church of 
Gedik Pasha; visit the Ecumenical Patriar- 
Chate of Constantinople; meet with the 
Armenian Apostolic Patriarch, His 
Beatitude Archbishop Shnork Kaloust- 
Yan; and visit the Karaguezian orphanage 
and the “Sourp Pergich” hospital. 

There are three Evangelical churches 
in Istanbul. First is the Holy Trinity Arme- 
Nian Evangelical Church of Beyoghlu 
(Pera). The founding of this church in 
1846 signaled the emergence of the

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Armenian Evangelical Movement as a 
religious and historical force among 
Armenians. The current congregation of 
about 20 families does not have a regular 
pastor and is struggling to maintain its 
existence, 

The Bible House (Emmanuel) Church 
is not, strictly speaking, an Armenian 
church. Half of the congregation consists 
of Assyrian, American and other non- 
Armenian nationalities. The building of 
the church is an old but adequate struc- 
ture adjacent to the Bible Society and the 
offices of the United Church Board for 
World Ministries (UCBWM). Sunday 
worship attendance is about 90. 

The Armenian Evangelical Church of 
Gedik Pasha is the church through which 
the AMAA has, in the past, supported the 

Badenegan Doon? the Touzla Summer 
Camp and the Armenian Evangelical 
School of Istanbul. Several years ago the 
Turkish government imprisoned the 
church's pastor on trumped-up charges 
and intimidated its congregation. As a 
result, the church today lacks strong 
leadership and organization. Now the 
government is threatening to confiscate 
the church's property under its discrimina- 
tory anti-Christian regulations. 

One of the highlights of Rev. Janba- 
zian’s trip to Istanbul were a visit to the 
Karaguezian Orphanage and a meeting 
with Patriarch Shnork Kaloustyan. The 
Patriarch acknowledged that the Arme- 
nian community in Istanbul faced many 
problems, but felt that some of them were 
being solved through patience and 
perseverance. His primary concerns were 
emigration, a shortage of priests and a 
critical need for religious education

teachers in Armenian schools. Rev. Jan- 
bazian was impressed by the Patriarch’s 
warmth, spiritual insight and knowledge.

A LIVING MEMORIAL TO ARAXIE 
KOUYOUMJIAN POLADIAN 


Dr. Robert N. Armen recently established 
an Endowment Fund as a living memorial to 
his mother, Mrs. Araxie Kouyoumjian Polad- 
lan (nee Haidostian). The able doctor has 
been a friend and supporter of the AMAA 
Over the years and has encouraged the Ex- 
ecutive Directors of the Association with his 
commendations. Dr. Armen has also been in- 
Strumental in promoting beneficial activities 
among Armenians in Pittsburgh, the latest be- 
ing his strong leadership for assistance to 
earthquake-stricken compatriots in Armenia. 

His mother’s life was so full, rich, beneficial 
and exemplary that we consider it appropriate 
to offer the story to the public. The Rev. Pu- 
zant Kalfayan, the late Executive Secretary of 
the AMAA, testified in 1957 that Mrs. Polad- 
lan’s works and life bore a heavy influence on 
his own life while a youth in Aleppo, Syria. 
_ Mrs. Araxie was born on January 5, 1886 
in Marash, Turkey, to an Armenian Protestant 
family, Panos and Hanum Haidostian. Hav- 
ing shown great aptitude for learning in her 
early years, she was chosen for further school- 
ing beyond the Secondary school level. This 
Was the period at the turn of the Century of 
the very period at the turn of the Century of 
the very early beginnings of exposure of young 
Armenian girls to higher education, thanks to 
American and British missionary educators 
and their institutions in various parts of 
Anatolia. So it was that Araxie, in her early 
teens, was sent to “Hajin Home,” an 
American Mission School for girls in Hajin, 
Turkey, under the very capable direction of the 
famous educator and missionary, Miss Cof- 
fin. After graduation she was then sent to 
Yeprad College for further graduate training, 
and upon her return home to Marash, was ap- 
Pointed a teacher at the newly founded 
American College for Girls, and thus started 
her long career in teaching and education. 

In 1907 she married The Rev. Nerses 
Kouyoumjian of Adiyaman, but, unfortunate- 
ly, this marriage ended in great tragedy when 
Badveli Nerses was murdered at the 
Osmanieh Evangelical Church on April 14, 

1909, along with a group of other ministers 
and elders on their way to Adana, during the 
infamous “Adana Massacre.” Five weeks later 
her son, Armen Nerses, was born. Thus, 
father and son never got to know each other. 
After the death of her husband, Mrs. Araxie 
returned home to Marash to continue her 
teaching career at the Women’s College until 


its closure in 1922. 
The Marash Massacre of January, 1920, 


was the next big tragedy for the Armenians 


of Marash. It was a miracle that Mrs. Araxie 
and her son survived this affair, after suffer- 
ing through unbelievably harrowing 
experiences. 

In 1921, while still in Marash and teaching 
at the Girl’s College, Mrs. Araxie married Dr. 
V. Poladian of Marash. Dr. Poladian’s wife had 
been killed during the Marash battle. This mar- 
riage joined Mrs. Araxie and her son, Armen, 
with Dr. Poladian’s younger children, Zabel, 
Armine and Haroutune, into a happy new 
family, which moved to Aleppo after the forc- 
ed evacuation of Marash, and later to Beirut 
in 1933. She lost her second husband in 
1937, and following that, she made her home 
with her stepdaughter, Armine (Mrs. Dikran 
Berberian). In 1946 she came to the United 
States and from 1947 until her death on 
November 10, 1956, she lived with the 
Berberian family in Loudonville, NY. 

During the 10-11 years in Aleppo with her 
husband, the good doctor, she lived a very 
useful life, serving the community and church. 
Her main interest was in the Christian 
Endeavor Movement. She spared no effort in 
founding and developing “Christian-Endeavor 
Union” chapters in the Near East. Dr. Poling, 
the International President of this Movement, 
had been her great hero throughout her adult 
life. 

Later, in the 30’s and early 40's while in 
Beirut, she served with great distinction as

The Rev. P.H. Kalfayan, who knew her well 
since his very young days in Aleppo and 
Beirut, wrote about her in a eulogy in 1957, 
“She was a woman of exceptional spiritual and 
intellectual endowments . . . but without vani- 
ty . . . and she demonstrated those qualities 
in each passing phase of her life” 

It was a great joy for her to work among 
the young groups of our churches, to become 
their friend, and try and impart to them the 
contagion of virtues of lasting quality, such as: 
cleanliness; orderliness of body, mind and 
spirit; promptness and integrity. She wanted 
to inspire them with the desire and ambition 
to grow into a life of service among their peo- 
ple. Her early years of education within walls 
of “unquestionably Christian” institutions had 
helped develop in her a solidly fundamental 
faith in basic Christian principles which she 
devotedly tried to practice herself and to pass 
on to younger generations. 

She left her mark as a teacher and educator 
and as a devoted Christian. 

Of her family, the only survivors are her son
